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WASHINGTON PARK RACING. 

At Washington Park a tine “off day” card was 
presented, and ttie attendance was an average 
one. The track was again in shape for record- 
breaking but the quality of the cattle engaged 
presaged little in this regard. 

“Skeets” Martin on Midian quite “put it on” 
Dick Clawson on King Bermuda for once the 
fashionable cry of “Oh ! You Dick” not cash- 
ing. The finish between these clever jockeys 
was an exciting one. Both came from behind 
midway the straight and drove home with their 
horses locked. All the “real good players” beat 
■this race, either backing Midian straight or 
King Bermuda for place. Leo Mayer was the 
exception. Nivoce was first off to a good start 
but Ella Penzance quickly took command. The 
horses ran well bunched bar Warren Point who 
trailed up the back stretch, and not until the 
last sixteenth did the placed horses draw clear. 

In the second race Candleblack led all the 
way and won handily from George Krats, who 
outlived Found. Monk Way man was always 
from 50 to 100 yards behind all others. 

The handicap over the Woodlawn Course was 
the oejt betting race of the day. Batten was 
never headed. Cambrian, second all the way 
until close in, was easily beaten at the finish by 
Canace, who came from fifth position on the 
upper turn. King Barleycorn ran third for the 
first three-eighths of a mile. 

For the fourth race Eddie Burke was thought 
to be a good thing, but he was easily beaten by 
Teutonna, “War Jig” Murphy’s mare, she lay- 
ing along on the outside of the favorite to the 
last three-eighths, then coming away. Pace- 
-maker and Eddie Jones ran paired two lengths 
behind the others up the back stretch, but the 
latter ran a bad third, beating Mr. Pepper’s 
.horse away off. 

The talent again went down with a crash 
when Forte was beaten. Dunne’s horse trailed 
four lengths behind the leader, Necedah, at the 
quarter post entering the back stretch, but 
when at the upper turn Morte Fonso led, Forte 
went up and raced the old campaigner. On the 
latter Thorpe sat still until Tommy Burns, at 
the last three-sixteenths, had worn the favorite 
out, and then with a vigorous shaking up Morte 
Fonso came on and at the betting ring, having 
Forte beaten, was bunched along again to beat 
Twinkler who came very fast on the end and 
got place honors away from the favorite. 
Twinkler was disqualified for fouling, the place 
given to Forte and the third money to Necedah. 

Just to show what difference a good jockey 
makes to a horse, Willie Martin rode Traverser, 
and this is how he brought him home a winner 
George H. Ketcham had taken command. After 
a furlong’s run Abuse and Eugenia Wickes 
caught him and the pair went right on racing 
at the head of the home stretch. Traverser was 
several lengths behind the leaders. Martin got 
him in close to the inside rail and stealthily 
moved along unnoticed by the boys in front. At 
the last eighth Eugenia Wickes had Abuse 
beaten, and gaily sat Clawson on her sure of 
winning in the usual manner, when all at once 
Virginia Bradley’s illy-used colt was sent to the 
whip by the artist on his back, and, full of fire, 
Traycfl#er exhibited the phenomenal speed of 
the first class he really is and before he flickered 
the winning post was safely passed. It was 
simply the case of reserving a horse for a rally 
where the money is hung up instead of making 
every post a winning one. 

It was Pacemaker’s second start of the year. 
He won at Newport April 9. 

Lew Williams was deprived of the use of H. 
Shields on Lucy Belle, because the boy, from an 
overdose of watermelon, could not do the 
weight. 



H. O. Price, formerly of Cleveland and Pitts- 
burg, now in charge of Whittington Park, Hot 
Springs, has been in town for two days. It is 
understood that his visit has something to do 
with winter racing at Hot Springs, where a mile 
track is to be built. 

George C. Bennett came from Memphis to be 
in at the death. He will stop at St. Louis on 
his way home. 

M. E. Walden did not send his fast sprinter, 
Billy Mason, to Montana. He said: “It costs 
too much— some $600 for five head of horses— and 
I couldn’t get anybody to go along.” 

T. D. Carter, who has not started a horse at 
Washington Park, says that he has been resting 
up and that his colors will be seen on tbe west 
side tracks. 

Ed Austin is off for Saratoga. 

Smith Sc Perrj made the prices for the first 
race. 

President Aull of the St. Louis Jockey Club 
was a visitor. 

It has never been explained why is pursued 
the policy of taking down the jockeys’ names 
when the horses go to the post. Many a person 
in the grand stand remains in ignorance of 
what such and such a boy is doing. 

Murray Kellar was up from Louisville. 

The track at Hawthorne, considered by horse- 
men to be one of the best in America, is in 
splendid condition. The soil is somewhat looser 
than that of Washington Park, and while no 
records are likely to be broken, horses raced at 
Hawthorne are likely to hold their form a long 
time. 

Thejudges at Washington Park had a con- 
ference with Mr. T. C. McDowell after the 
racing of the day. This probably had some- 
thing to do with the statement printed in a 
morning paper concerning the liability of 
colored jockeys being interfered with in races 
by the white boys. The reporter who wrote the 
article was interviewed yesterday by the judges 
whose deportment on the occasion was grave in 
tbe extreme as the dignity of the Washington 
Park Club was supposedly assailed. 

Captain J. H. Rees will preside at Hawthorne 
with Harry Kufil as associate judge. A third 
judge is considered unnecessary in other in- 
stances than where might be useful the fifth 
wheel of a wagon. It can be positively stated 
that the village authorities, advertised as ad- 
verse to racing in Cicero, are if anything on 
the other tack, and no interference is antici- 
pated.

Edward Corrigan, when asked if he had seen 
the petition, said: “No, I know nothing of it.” 
Today it will undoubtedly gain many more sig- 
natures of prominent turfmen, as the handicap 
posted for Monday at Hawthorne shows a num- 
ber of owners of crack horses at that point 
whose names do not appear above. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Early in the spring at the Newport meeting 
Tom McDowell confided to ‘a few friends the 
fact that he had in his stable a filly that he 
considered better than any of the youngsters 
which he had at that time showed up. As 
Spirituelle, who appears to be about the best 
2-year-old filly out in the west this year, had 
already at that time demonstrated her quality, 
the untried miss, Admiration, was credited by 
those who were in the “know” with being 
a veritable crackerjack, and more than 
one person has been “lying in wait” all season 
for her to make her first appearance. Not 
until yesterday /lid her name appear on the 
boards. She made her debut in the closing 
event at Washington Park, a five-furlong 
scramble for maiden two-year-olds. Every- 
body about the Covington pool-rooms appeared 
to have the tip on her, and there was an awful 
scramble to get down on her at even money. 
The tip was one of the best of the season — for 
the pool-room people. Admiration failed to get 
any part of the money, and the Cincinnati dele- 
gation was sent back over the river in a badly 
“shattered” condition. If breeding goes for 
anything, however, those who went down 
on the supposed good thing yesterday 
will be able to get their money back 
before the end of the season. The filly, 
which is owned jointly by Mr. McDowell and 
Colonel Milton Young, is by Mr. Young’s famous 
stallion, Kingston, out of the one time great 
western stake mare, Hypo:rite, whose brilliant 
performances on the western tracks in the col- 
ors of popular Bill Scully are remembered by 
racegoers of a former generation. Admiration, 
it may be added, has been off nearly all season, 
and now that she is beginning to round to 
again, which is to be inferred from the fact that 
Mr. McDowell started her yesterday, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that she will soon be heard 
from.— Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Although the fall meeting at Newport is a 
long way off yet, the track is filling up with 
stables at a lively rate. Nearly all the horses 
at Latonia have moved to the Campbell County 
track, and every morning the track is alive 
with flyers getting their workout.

NEWPORT’S ANTICIPATIONS. 

The racing clash here may influence the re- 
sumption of racing at Newport in the way of 
causing it to be opened sooner than had been 
intended. The case is thus set out in the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer: 

“There is a certain contingency which may 
result in racing in this locality within the next 
two or three weeks. 

“The Newport track may be thrown open to 
the public on or before August 10. Whether 
the Campbell county track will begin its fall 
meeting September 3, as has been announced, 
or on the earlier date, all depends on the out- 
come of the racetrack war, which now appears 
to be on in earnest at Chicago. 

‘ Frank Fowler, the head and front of the 
Queen City Jockey Club, said yesterday that in 
the event of a clash between the two Chicago 
tracks, racing will be resumed at Newport 
within the next two or three weeks. Mr. Fow- 
ler, who came over from St. Louis yesterday to 
attend to certain matters in connection with 
improvements now being made at the Newport 
track, .when asked with reference to the situa- 
tion, announced, as stated above, that incase 
of a clash between Harlem and Hawthorne, 
Newport’s dates will be advanced several 
weeks.” 

“I intend to be prepared to open our meeting 
at a much earlier date than that already agreed 
upon, and will request Colonel Tarleton, who, 
as in the spring, will be our presiding judge, 
and ‘Curly’ Brown, the peer of any who ever 
handled the starter’s flag in America, and other 
officials, to so shape their affairs as to be ready 
to report here on short notice. If there is a clash 
at Chicago, and there is every reason now to be- 
lieve there will be— if Coriigan adheres to his 
announced determination to open Hawthorne 
Monday in opposition to Harlem, which made 
all arrangements long ago for a meeting im- 
mediately following that at Washington Park 
— I believe that racing will come to a sudden 
close at Chicago. Hawthorne may not be able 
to run from lack of support on the part of the 
horsemen, the bookmakers and the general pub- 
lic, but any one who knows Mr. Corrigan will 
readily believe that if he cannot race he will 
leave nothing undone to prevent the other fel- 
lows from racing. War between the Hawthorne 
and Garfield Park Associations broke up racing 
in Chicago a few years ago and there is no good 
reason to assume that history may not repeat 
itself now. It is none of our fight, though, and I 
don’t propose to take sides with either of the par- 
ties to it, directly or otherwise. I intend, though, 
to be governed in my movements as regards the 
Newport meeting by the outcome of tbe wrangle 
at Chicago. If racing is closed there I intend 
to be in a position to say to the horsemen: 
‘Come right to Newport. We will not be able 
to give you as large purses as in the nature of 
things a Chicago association could give, but 
we will do the best we can by you. We will 
give you one of the best and safest tracks in this 
country to race over, and withal will give you a 
fair, square deal all around.’ More than that, 
if racing is closed at Chicago as a result of the 
war between the Corrigan and Condon factions, 
I intend to make an effort to induce a sufficient 
number of bookmakers to come to Newport to 
insure what I realize the Cincinnati public 
want— an open betting ring. Whether I suc- 
ceed in that or not, whenever our meeting oc- 
curs, I intend to insist that our patrons shall be 
accorded liberal treatment in the matter of bet- 
ting.”
